Siwretary Long has a plan to Amerl* 
oanije the United States navy abq ut 
which little is being said, and yet It«

new ships. 
A larg e proportion of the 
seamen now enliste« ! on Aiuierioan men- 
of-war are «»f foreig n birth. In case the 
United States should g et into war with 
iuy foreig n power, the fact that oar 
vessels are manned by foreig nem would 
g ive rise to serious apprehension. .Secre­ 
tary lioug has g iven this m atter atten­ 
tion and from infornmtion received in 
Washing ton there is foundation for the 
aunounceinent that steps are being taken 
to make the crews of the United States 
nien-of-war more thoroug hly American. 
Recruiting is « « » on to beg in on the 
Atlantic .seaboard, the g reat lakes and 
probably the Mississippi river. 
The 
class of men who will be recruited tin 
the MissisHippi, if the present plan is 
carried out, will be eng ineers and fire­ 
men. Caiiva.ss is now being made at 
points w here available men for seaman­ 
ship duty would be most likely to be 
foumi, to ascertain how many could be 
obtained for duty if any emerg ency 
should arist* which would make their 
» ervi(*es extremely 
desirable. 
Great 
•♦'crecy has been imiiiitaiued about the 
prop« » Bed inoveiueiit, and it will prob­ 
ably be asserted that the sole puriMjse 
of the pro« i» eotive recruiting is to till 
up the necessary q uota of seamen to 
man the American navy. 
At present the navy is several hun­ 
dred men short of the number rixiuired 
for all the vessels which cloud be put 
into action. 
Secretary Long is anxious tJiat in the 
event of trouble ther« » should be no 
shortag e of seamen available to pot on 
all our vessids at a moment's notice, but 
the purp« )ses which he and Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt have for the navy 
do not stop there. 
They will endeavor 
during the life of the present adminis­ 
tration to reman tlie navy on American 
hues.—Chicag o Tribune.

Its P ecu lia r S ign ifican ce—/Suggestion* as to 
It# O bnervance. 
No national 
holiday kept anywhere 
among the peoples of the world has quite 
the significance which we attach to the 
Fourtii of July. England has no such fete 
day. 
Her development luis been slow', 
continuous, unmarred by any really rad­ 
ical convulsions which 
essentially up­ 
turned her political status. 
France, it 
is true, celebrates the taking of the Bas­ 
tille, which inaugurated the French revo­ 
lution, but it is in a perfunctory fashion, 
which in no way reflects a great national 
sentiment. 
Germany makes an imperial 
holiday of the date of the self crowning 
of Emperor William I at A ersailles, but 
this is rather a glorification of the Hoben- 
zollern race, specially dear to the Prus­ 
sian heart, and only acquiesced in by the 
rest of the Germanic empire, which has 
had many kaisers of other reigning fam ­ 
ilies before. 
The Declaration of Independence on 
July I, 177b, with us had a peculiar sig­ 
nificance, for greater than Lexington, or 
Bunker Hill, or Ole storming of Ticon­ 
deroga, or the first organization of the 
continental congress, all of which occurred 
in 1775. 
The act of political birth was 
fully consummated before that solemn 
appeal to the world and to history, which 
we call Independence day. 
But all that 


year or struggle acture toe adoption of 
Jefferson's great masterpiece of national 
self assertion simply marked 
in th 
oyes of foreign nations as rebels fighting 
against til* lr rightful sovereign. 
When 
the declaration pealed out its resounding 
trumpet tones to humanity, the power 
aud logic of the pion in justification of 
tile taking up of artus at once gave us a 
now status. 
Ii was tho legal seal which 
c o n se c ra te d and made official the actual 
fact. 
Thenceforward the I nl’-oi States 
b eg an to lie known not as a rebellious 
nam, but u sa gallant people, struggling 
against tyrannical oppressors. 
I‘to lie lily 
no politie s I aet ever had more immediate 
and radical effect than this groat dom 
merit, far more indeed than it'* author and 
signers ever anticipat'd. They considered 
they owed it to themselves and to th*' 
cause they re pts-sen ted to set forth tho rea 
sons for revolt to the world. 
It was ut 
once glorified as the tnagna charta of a 
newborn commonwealth. Thenceforward 
it was but natural that our history as a 
people should date from this time, as it 
was 
the cornerstone, even the whole 
foundation, of our nation building. 
It has sometimes been said that the cele­ 
bration of the independence anniversary 
has fallen off in the physical joyousness 
and enthusiasm which used to make it 
the great day of the year, particularly 
children’s day. Perhaps tiffs is so In large 
cities, where life has become more nrtiti 
cial and blase. 
It may lie that the keen 
sense of the peril of fires from the explo­ 
sion of Chinese crackers and other fire 
works has grown stronger, too, in coni 
munities when* there is an enormous con­ 
centration of wealth in buildings. But it is 
pleasant to know that in the rural regions 
and small towns there arts Hie same old fash 
toned 
hoi in Ila loo and 
innocent, simple 
nffnded jubilee of old and young. What ii 
the orator, too, mukes the American tMigh 
spread his pinions wide and emit his mo#; 
piercing shrieks! 
This is as it should bt*. 
Probably a modicum of bouffNiMt and rho 
torical fustian really goes quite as far in 
whetting the patriotic appetite as would 
the most rational aud painstaking exptad 
tion.

Secretary Long has a plan to Anteri* 
carnie the Uuited States uavy about 
which little la being said, and yet 1ta 
importance 
is greater than building 
new ships. 
A large proportion of the 
seaman now enlisted on American men- 
of war are of foreign birth. In case the 
United States should get iuto war with 
any foreign power, the fact that our 
vessels are manned by foreigners would 
give rise to serious apprehension. Secre­ 
tary Long has given this matter atteu 
tion and from information received iu 
Washington there is foundation for the 
announcement that steps are being taken 
to make the crews of the United States 
men of war more thoroughly American. 
Recruiting is icon to begin ou the 
Atlantic seaboard, the great lakes and 
probably the 
Mississippi river. 
The 
class of men who will be recruited on 
the Mississippi, if the present plan is 
carried out, will be engineers and fire­ 
men. 
Canvass is now being made at 
points where available men for seam an­ 
ship duty would be most likely to be 
found, to ascertain how ninny could be 
obtained for duty if any emergency 
should arise which would make their 
services extremely 
desirable. 
Great 
secrecy has been maintained about the 
proposed movement, and it will prob­ 
ably be asserted that the sole purjHise 
of the prospective recruiting is to till 
up the necessary quota of seamen to 
man the American navy. 
At present tho uavy is several h u n ­ 
dred men short of the uumber required 
for all the vessels which clond be put 
into action. 
Secretary Long is anxious tout in the 
event of trouble there should be no 
shortage of seamen available to put ou 
all our vessels at a moment’s uotioe, but 
the purposes which he aud Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt have for the navy 
do not stop there. 
They will endeavor 
during the life of the present adm inis­ 
tration to reman the uavy on American 
lines.—Chicago Tribune.

In the event of a w ar with any marl* 
time nation, such us Japan or Spam, 
the United States would be practically 
helpless in its ability to repair w ar­ 
ships.— New York World.

In the rivers aud lakes of New York 
state there is a bandit fish th at roams ai 
large aud makes its living by robbing 
the gentlemen fish. It even attacks such 
vigorous fish as the black bass and the 
pickerel, fastening itself to them aud 
sucking their blood until they are dead. 
The name of this bold bandit is the 
lamprey. 
Professor Gage of Cornell 
university has seen 12,000 of these lam­ 
preys spawning ut one tim e in the o ut­ 
let of Cayuga lake alone, and he has es­ 
tim ated that they kill more fish than all 
of the fishermen of the state put togeth­ 
er. 
The lamprey is about the size and 
has somewhat the appearance of an eel. 
Professor Gage advises some manner of 
killing them by means of traps in the 
streams as tbqy go up in the spring to 
spawn.

Jam es A rthur, a veteran of the civil j 
war, now a resident of Buffalo, arrived 
iu Superior, Wis., by steamboat recent j 
ly to make inquiries concerning a trans- | 
action dating back nearly 40 years. Ac­ 
cording to Mr. A rthur’s story, a bag 
containing #86,000 in gold was buried 
tjy a man named Eli rin g ers in the year 
1881 and has never been discovered to I 
this day, though several expeditions 
have gone in search of it. 
A rthur and Pingers were partners in 
a bank at La Pointe, which they closed 
aud joined the army. 
Eli Pingers was 
killed at the battle of Richmond, Ky., 
on Aug. 30, 1862. 
A thorough search 
through the Pingers home in New York 
failed to disclose any inform ation con­ 
cerning the location of the hidden treas­ 
ure. 
After the war A rthur m arried the 
sister of Pingers. 
He has made several 
trips in search of the treasure, but in 
vain. Recently, while turning the pages 
of an old book which had once been the 
property of Eli Pingers, a small piece 
of note paper was found by Mrs. A rthur 
Which contained a memorandum w rit­ 
ten in the handw riting of the dead sol­ 
dier. This note, Mr. A rthur claims, will 
no doubt lead to the discovery of the 
treasure in time, but the reference it 
makes to ro ais, trees aud other land­ 
marks is of little avail now .—St. Louis

in s e c ts F ast D isap pearin g. 
English entomologists are becoming 
alarmed at the rapid disappearance of 
the insects of the woods and fields. The 
Ijcicestor Literary and Philosophical so­ 
ciety has draw n up a series of regula­ 
tions to protect the insects from the 
greed of collectors aud requires that no 
specimen of the wood w hite butterfly 
shall be taken, while of certain other 
species a collector may take but a single 
specimen during a season. Violations of 
the rules bring unpleasant penalties. A 
transgressor who is a member of the so­ 
ciety may be expelled, he w ill be re­ 
ported to any other society of which be 
is a member, and the influence of the 
society w ill be used to prevent him from 
exchanging or dealing in any way with 
other entomologists. 
While these regu­ 
lations m ay be difficult to enforce, it is 
hoped th at their influence in preserving 
rare insects from exterm ination m ay be 
considerable.

imposition. 
In reply the emperor said: 
“ This [the feeing of the gatekeeper] is 
a general and ancient usage, aud the 
viceroy aud generalissim o must submit 
to it I ike another. * * And as Tso-Tchung- 
Tong ti ally had not the money, his 
friends raised a subscription, the dow- 
nger empress herself contributing half 
the required aum.— Fortnightly Review.

A new example of the romprehen*<ive 
Btatesmaiiship c,f Heiieral Porfirio Diaz, 
the president of Mexieo, has just come 
into gem ral notice. 
Mexiran newspa 
pers contain a iTountsof the neg otia tion 
of the treaty of peace between the Mex­ 
ican government and that pow'erful and 
wa rlike trih** of Indians called th** Va- 
quis, which has never Is'en subdued 
since the Spanish conquest of Mexico 
in the sixteenth century, and wliich has 
a lway s until this time refused to r**cog- 
uize the authority of the Mexican re­ 
public. 
They have he( n ruled by their own 
laws, have refosid to pay taxes, have 
kept a ll intruder* out of their domain, 
have got the means of subsistence in the 
territory which they inha bit, and have 
successfully resisted every attempt to 
subjugate them. A ll the efforts of fcjpain 
to reduce them during the colonial peri- 
Oil were as ineffectual as have l>e« n those , 
of Mexico since she tiei-anie independ­ 
ent. 
In the last cohflict with them, 
which (K'cnrred three or four years ago, 
the Mexican troops were unable to p<m- 
elrate the iiiouiitainous region in which 
they live and took their departure, as 
others had taken it many tiiii^s w ithin 
800 years. 
The troubles of our g overn­ 
ment with the Apaches, Cheyennes and 
other hostile trils*s have been slig ht 
compared to those of Mexico w ith the 
Yaquis. 
It is w ith these unconquerable peo­ 
ple tha t Presiih nt Diaz, ha lf an Indian 
him self, has negotiated a peace that 
promises to be lasting. 
Ha ving fa iled 
to vanquish them by force of arms, he 
adopted a policy of paciticatiou a dva n­ 
tageous both to them and to Mexico. 
When he learned by ex^HTience that the 
brigands that infested Mexico could not 
be externiiiiated by any force at his com ­ 
mand, he offered to take them into the 
service of the government as armed de­ 
fenders of the public peace with gcsid 
pay. 
The offer was accepted.

THEY YIELD AT LAST. 


DIPLOMACY SUCCEEDS WHERE FORCE 
FAILED FOR CENTURIES.

Organic*!! Into a Stat* Militia aq d o ­ 
er na. 
A new example of th*1 comprehensive 
Statesmanship of General Porfirio Diaz, 
the president of Mexico, has just come 
into general notice. 
Mexican newspa 
per* contain accounts of the negotiation 
of the treaty of peace between the Mex­ 
ican government and that powerful aud 
warlike tribe of Indians called the Ya- 
quis, which has never been subdued 
•toe# the Spanish conquest of Mexico 
in the sixteenth century, and which has 
always until this time refused to recog­ 
nise the authority of the Mexican re­ 
public. 
They have hee ii ruled by their own 
laws, have refused to pay tax*’*, have 
kept all intruders out of their domain, 
have got the means of subsistence in the 
territory which they inhabit, and have 
successfully resisted every attempt to 
subjugate them. Ail the efforts of Spain 
to reduce them during the colonial peri­ 
od were as ineffectual as have been those 
of Mexico since she became independ­ 
ent. 
In the last conflict with them, 
which occurred three or four years ago, 
the Mexican troops were unable to pen­ 
etrate the mountainous region iii which 
they live and took their departure, as 
others had taken it many tiiu^s within 
800 years. 
The troubles of our govern­ 
ment with the Apaches, Cheyennes and 
other hostile tribes have been slight 
compared to those of Mexico with tho 
Yaquis. 
It is with these unconquerable peo­ 
ple that Presid* ut Diaz, half an Indian 
himself, has negotiated a peace that 
promises to be lasting. 
Having failed 
to vanquish them by force of arms, he 
adopted a policy of pacification advan­ 
tageous both to them and to Mexico. 
When he learned by experience that the 
brigands that infested Mexico could not 
be exterminated by any force at his com­ 
mand, lie offered to take them iuto the 
service of the government as armed de­ 
fenders of the public peace with good 
pay. 
The offer was accepted. 
They 
were put iii uniform, aud they have 
been so faithful for years in the per­ 
formance of their duties that order has 
taken the place of brigandage in M el 
ico. 
It was probably the success thus 
gained that led him to make the ar- 
r a n g e le t whish tia his mode with tile , 
Yuqui Indians. 
He has provided for 
their organization into a state m ilitia 
as citizens of Mexico, aud he has ap­ 
pointed Chief Jet inhale as commander 
of the force at a salary of $60 a month. 
As the Yaquis have always been re­ 
nowned for their bravery it is probable 
that they xviii render better service ae 
m ilitia than any other that has ever ex­ 
isted iii the state of Sonora. 
The conversion of an invincible foe 
iuto a serviceable friend has been ac 
com pelled by diplomacy 
It needed a 
philosophic statesman to effect the con­ 
version. 
In oho of the Mexican journals there 
is an account of a conference held near 
the city of Guaymas. 
The chief of the 
Yaquis, escorted by 800 well armed 
warriors, rode to the place where the 
Mexican peace commissioner, accompa­ 
nied by a cavalry regiment, awaited 
him, and together they retired to a pa­ 
vilion that had been prepared for the 
occasion. The treaty was read; its pro­ 
visions were discussed; it was approved 
by Yaqui and Mexican; it was signed 
by the representatives of both sides, 
and then came the time for a feast that 
was enjoyed by the high contracting 
parties. It was a ceremonious affair. It 
signalized the end of a war which has 
existed ever since Spain set foot in Mex­ 
ico.—New York Sun. 


A n lndiiku W ith sev en ty W ive*. 
Living in the Satis canyon on an In­ 
dian reservation is a tall, erect, bright 
eyed aud long haired Indian who has a 
wonderful matrimonial history. 
He is 
Chief Tauawasha, brother of Chief Mo­ 
ses, and in appearance is a typical mem­ 
ber of his race. 
Tanawasha is 73 years 
old, but shows no signs of breaking 
down, although he claims to have had 
70 wives, aud his present spouse is a 
vigorous young woman of 32 years. 
When asked about his children, he said 
they were like the leaves of the trees 
and scattered all over from the lava 
beds of Oregou aud California to the 
pine clad hills of Montana.— Yakima

New M ethod in Public I net ruction. 
The promotion examination having 
been abandoned, the teacher's estimate 
of the pupil’s ability to do advanced 
work determines his promotion. 
As 
the teacher’s estimate is shown on 
the report, the pupil aud his parents 
know monthly what progress he is 
making toward advanced work. 
Iii the 
primary grades the teacher’s judgment 
determines the record, and in the high­ 
er grades the teacher’s judgment is cor­ 
rected by written recitations and teats. 
This method puts a premium on the 
daily work and gives *a moderate but 
continuous stimulus rather thau an ex­ 
cessive and spasmodic one. Tests given 
by the principal and the superintendent 
show the proper completion of work 
and are useful to direct and broaden 
the instruction, but have nothing to do 
with urumociou. Pupils ammo ted ore' 


maturely ar** returned whence they 
came, and tear hers become more direful 
thereafter. 
It may br* “aid that the teaching t« *1 
is but another name for the promotion 
examination, but a moment's thought 
will show that there is a great differ­ 
ence betwixt! the two. One is a careful 
diagnosis at frequent intervals for the 
purpose of discovering the disease in its 
incipiency iii order to apply the proper 
remedies aud to save the patient. 
The 
o t h e r is a blundering post mort* iii to 
learn the can**** ct death. Common se nee 
and experii nee unite in declaring that 
every efli< lent teacher knows which pu­ 
pils are ready for advanced work better 
than a superintendent can know. 
All 
who have had exp« ri* nce with this plan 
of promotion agree that never before 
were promotions made so satisfactorily 
and never before did the teachers study 
individuals so closely.—W. J. Shearer 
iu Atlantic.
